It is learned that Mr. Gladstone is very 


weak and that for several weeks bis phys-

times he is in a comatose condition, and 


every sign that the end is close at hand js 
present. The announcement of his death 
at any 'jour would not be a surprise.

To Aid Now Kedford. 


Pawtucket, R. I., Jan. 19.—A special 


general meeting of the mule spinners of 
Rhode Island was held in this city last 
night, the primary purpose of which was 
to test the feeling of the members of the 
association regarding the extra assess- 
ment levied for the aid of the New Bed- 
ford strikers in carrying on their work. 
The vote was unanimous in favor of as- 
sessment. All of the backboys employed 
in the mills of the Blackstone valley have 
voluntarily obligated themselves to an 
assessment of 5 cents a week for the 
benefit of the strikers in New Bedford. 


Another matter considered at the

MASSACHUSETTS 
UKBT IN 18T7 


AND IN 1897. 


State Treasurer Shaw of this common- 


wealth has made his annual report, and 
In this report makes an interesting com- 
parison of Massachusetts' debt in 1877 and 
in 1897V It is shown that the state is far 
less-in debt than 20 years ago, but has in- 
creased its debt $9,000,000 over what it 
was in 1893. 


The comparison of 1897 with 1877 is re- 


assuring, for it will be remembered that 
1877 was in the midst of the long depres- 
sion which followed the great greenback 
collapse of 2874. 
It was the year of the 


great Pittsburg riots with their destruc- 
tion of many million dollars worth of 
property. In 1877 the gross debt of the 
state was $33,220,464. The sinking funds 
amounted to $10,885,693, leaving the net 
debt at $22,331,773. The latter sum was 
also the net direct debt of the state, as it 
it now termed, to distinguish it from the 
nominal or contingent debt which has 
been caused by the state's loaning its 
cre'dit to cities and towns for local im- i 
provements. This contingent debt was 
not known in 1877. 
In 1897 the gross 


debt reached the high figure of 151,563,729, 
Minus the sinking funds it was f37,673,836. 
But of that large gross 
debt only 


$19,643,729 was direct debt. 
Deducting 


the sinking funds accumulated for the 
payment of that deb', the net direct debt, 
of the state, or the real amount which the 
state is in debt today, is only $12,462,078, 
against |22,334,773 in 1877. 


The condition of the country is much 


more favorable than it was in 1877, while 
the amount of property in the state which 
is available for the payment of the debt 
Is larger by many millions. So toe people 
need not fear that they are being burdened 
by taxes for state purposes larger than 
they ha?e borne, for their burden is dis- 
tinctly lighter than 20 years ago. 


There is another side to the story, for 


in 1893 the net direct debt reached the 
low water mark of $3,209,799, and in four 
years has risen to the height of §12,462,378 
This latter amount covers the large sums 
spent lor the metropolitan parks. The 
policy in this respect has been that it | 
would be cheaper for the state to take 
} 


now all the land which will probably be ' 
wanted lor the entire system than to wait 
till it hac a much higher valuation in con- 
sequence of the growth of population. 
There is also included the large expendi- 
ture for state highways, which has been 
met by the issue of bonds.

We 
muot tuber cun.iil the opportunity loi 
apeoutation, made easy by toe multiplied 
redemptions of our demand obligations, 
or Increase the gold reserve for their re- 
demption. 
If no further legislation in had and the 
policy of selling bond* is to be continued, 
then congress should give the secretary 
of the treatury authority to sell bonds at 
long or short periods, bearing a less rat. 
of interest than is now authorised by law. 
I earnettiy recommend, as soon as the 
receipts of the government ar« quite suf- 
ficient to pav all the expenses ot tbe gov- 
«ro|»aut that when any of tbe United 
States notei are presented for redemption 
in gold and are redeemed in gold, such 
notes shall be kept and sat apart, and only 
paid put in exchange for gold. I'his is an 
obsioB* duty. If the bolder o[ tlie United 
States note prefer* the gold and gets ii 
from the government he should not re- 
ceive back fropn the government a United 
States not* without paying gold in ex- 
change for It. 
I opmrar with the secretary of the treas- 


ury in nil recommendation that, nationa 
banks b» allowed to U»up noted tp the 
faae value of the bonds which they havt 
0«poeited for circulation, »ad that the tax 


on circulating notes aecured by deposit o 
Juch ix>:ids be reduced to one-ba'f of 1 
per cent, per annum. 
I also join him in recommending that 


authority bo given for the establishment, 
of national banks with a minimum capital 
of 126,000. This will eimble tb.e smaller 
villages and agricultural regions of the 
country to be supplied with currency to 
meet their needs. 
I recommend that the issue of national 


bank notes be restricted to the denomina- 
tion of {10 and upward. If the suggestions 
I hav.e herein made shall have the ap- 
proval of Congress, then I would recom- 
mend that national banks be required to 
redeem their notes in gold.

Society Women Nurse In Hospitals Where 


Loathsome Diseases Are Treated. 


Miss Anna L. Bickncll writes of 


"French Wives and Mothers" In The Cen- 
tury. Miss Bicknell says: 


Ladies of the highest rank, who seem 


the most engrossed by frivolous pleasures, 
will perform heroic acts of chanty in the 
most; unexpected wanner. The Infirmary 
For Cancerous Diseases, containing the 
most fearful and loathsome examples oi 
that repulsive malady, is regularly attend 
ed by ladies of rank, who have their fixed 
days of duty, when, each in turn, they 
dress the wounds with their own hands. 
The Ducbesse d'Uzes, one of the best 
known leaders of fashion, whoso splendid 
festivities fill the chronicles of tho leading 
newspapers, is one of the most assiduous, 
showing an adroitness in the exercise of 
her charitable functions •which induces her 
care to be particularly desired by the pa- 
tients. 


I know great families who, when resid- 


ing in their country houses, have regular 
days in tbe week when the daughters of 
the family dress wounds and sores among 
the surrounding peasantry. 
Tho mothers 


in such families repress energetically any 
morbid sensibility which might interfere 
with such duties. ''What will you be fit 
for in after life if you cannot command 
your feelings?" I have heard said by a 
•venerable marquise who looked as if she 
had stepped down from the frame of one 
of the pictures in her chateau. I may 
quote another instance, of a lady in a IOFS 
fjigh position who took in a wretched 
beggar child on a cold wintry night, per- 
forming maternal offices as regards re- 
moving the consequences of his neglected 
condition which were so repulsive that 
her physical strength gave wayj and she 
was taken violently ill inconsequence. On [ 
my praising her charity, she exclaimed al- j 
most indignantly, "What, when our Lord 
washed tbe feet of his disciples, you would 
have me shrink from doing what is neces- 
sary for a poor, wretched child merely 
through a feeling of disgust?" 


I said nothing, but could not help think- 


ing how many would have left the care to 
ethers. 

It must be acknowledged, however, that 
by the side of acts of heroic charity there 
is, saving exceptions, a great lack of that 
genial kindness which shows itself to 
equals in any trouble by many little 
friendly attentions in England and Amer- 
ica—tbe "cup of cold water" of tbe gospel.

St. Louis convention met. "Our people 
are very fond of William B. Allison," said 
Mr. Dolliver, "and hope some day to see 
him president, bub just now they appear 
to bo wild over the Ohio man.

they seo McKinley '3 name posted on the j 
dead walls they think the good times show 
is coming. They look upon him as the 
advance agent of prosperity." 


The late Major Handy, by the way, was 


one of those men who are never addressed 
by their proper title. During the war he 
was at first a private sol'dier in the Con- 
federate army and rose to the rank of cap- 
tain. 
In the south they always promote a 


man ono degree beyond his proper title, 
and so they called him major. Later in 
life Mr. Handy was a colonel on tlie staff 
of Governor Beaver of Pennsylvania and 
was entitled to that rank. When ho was 
promoter general of the World's Colum- 
bian exposition, his staff officers and sub- 
ordinates usually called him "general," 
as was the practice with all officials who 
held similar rank in the World's fair or- 
ganization. But "Major'1 Handy he W85 
throughout life. 
It was the only DBS of 


the four titles that did not rightfully be- 
long to him, and it was the one which 
was always used in addressing or speaking 
of him. 


A Man of litany Friends. 


Few man of recent years in this country 


hpd a greater number of gonuino friends 
thnn Major Hsndy. He caina from good 
old eastern shore of Maryland stock, where 
they cultivate good fellowship and Che so- 
cial granpa. They nrc people who love their 
tin nnd their homo, and a striking com- 
mentary upon this characteristic of theirs 
wan thtt request of Major Handy that he 
bhould be buried over on the famous east- 
ern shoro. A year ago ho lost n son and 
took him there to be buried, tolling Mrs. 
Handy incidentally that when his time 
came to bo buriod ho wished to be placed 
at rest by tho sirto of his ancestors. Hig 
request was of course respected, though 
Major Hancly himself hnd not lived there 
since ho was a small boy ivncl kn,ovv only a 
few of the ro&idontis. Still the love for the

The recent report of the state board of 


unacy and charity on the condition of 
j he poor and insane in the almshouses of 
the state makes interesting the action 
taken Tuesday by the Hampden district 
medical society. 
A resolution ' was 


adopted favoring the appointment of a 
state board oi insanity, and a committee 
was appointed to try to secure such a 
board from the legislature. Dr. Stedman 
of Boston and Dr. Knebb of Harvard 
were the speaker?. 


Dr. Stedman impressed upon ths society 


the need of a state board of insanity in 
view of the manner in which the 939 in- 
sane inmates of the town almshouses 
were being treated. He did not consider 
them paupers or criminals, and it was not 
right that they should be confined in sticii 
institutions where they did not even re- 
ceive proper care. As it is now, they are 
not under state control, and therefore 
proper attention was not being paid to 
them by tne board. Dr. Stedman sug_ 
gested that the work be divided into thre- 
depaftoaents under the heads, board of 
insan't/, children's bureau, and a charity 
board.

in a lumber camp. But in the west he 
met with much harder conditions. The 
winter of 1892 found him In Chicago, 
and there he really suffered from lack 
of food. 


"I shall never forget 
that experi- 


ence." he said to the writer. "I had 
picked' up a traveling companion, a 
sturdy, self respecting skilled workman 
who had never before been out of em- 
ployment. We agreed to travel to- 
gether and to help one another. .For the 
first time since beginning my travels I 
was entirely out of money, and so was 
he. We had to sleep in police stations. 
That meant many things,' one of \\'hich 
you will understand when I explain that 
my partner lost a prospective job just 
as he was about to be taken on because 
the foreman saw something crawl- 
ing on the man's neck. There was no 
place for us to wash our hands and 
faces except on the lake front, and we 
used to go there for that purpose. As 
the water was freezing cold, we had no 
towels and could go nowhere to warm 
ourselves after washing, we had to slap 
our hands and rub our necks and faces 
violently to keep the skin from chap- 
ping. 


"After going without food for nearly 


4S hours and having failed to find regu- 
lar work we set out one morning to 
look for odd jobs. We were so weak 
from hunger that it was actually hard 
work to walk.

Two Hoosier Scientists Who Manufacture 


Rare Brilliants/

From time to 
time the claim is ir.ade that a way has 
be»n found to obtain diamonds of the 
purest ray serene without the arduous 
work with pick ar.d shovel necessary to 
wrest them from Mother Earth's close 
.embrace. But these claims when in- 
vestigated have simmered down to 
nothing. 
The latest claim to having 


discovered the process of diamond mak- 
ing comes from 
Indianapolis, where 


Professor Gaut and Dr. A. F. Wright of 
Nineveh, Ind., r^ve been exhibiting 
particles of crystallized carbon which 
competent judges pronounce to be so 
near like genuine diamonds that it is 
impossible to delect the difference. The 
two men have been experimenting for 
several years, and whether or not they 
have discovered a way to beat nature at 
her business of manufacturing dia- 
monds it is interesting to hear from 
them just what they claim to have ac- 
complished. Here is the signed state- 
ment of Professor Gaut and Dr. Wright, 
prepared especially for this paper: 


"Indianapolis, Dec. 30, 1B97. 


"We began our experiments three 


years ago, with the determination not 
to seek a new v ay of our own to man- 
ufacture diamonds, but to study close- 
ly the manner in which nature herself 
made the valuable stones, and, having 
obtained a complete grasp of the nat- 
ural process, to follow it as closely as 
possible. We r-:s'rve the right to give 
the exact facts in our manner of mak- 
ing the stones we are showing here, but 
will give the particulars so far as we 
tMnk they interest the people without 
d°atroying our chance of reaping a fit 
isward for our long labors. 


•We found early in our experiments 


that where most scientists had been 
wrong in their diarnond making efforts 
was in thinking that a great amount 
of heat was necessary to make the 
stones. 
This is wrong. The whole se- 


cret lies in knowing just what heat is 
necessary, ho\v long the stones should 
be subjected to the heat and how long 
they should be left to cool. It was in 
ascertaining the answers to these rid- 
dles that we found our most difficult 
and heartbreaking .work. 


''First of all, let it be known that the 


chemicals must be burned in a vacuum.

"We have mastered the secret of' a 


process that purifies'and collects the 
carbon at the same time. The material 
we use is a elay that we made after a 
careful study of the various soils in 
which diamonds all over the world are 
found. 
With this especially prepared 


clay we mis chemicals, the component 
parts of which we intend to 'closely 
guard, and then go ahead with our dia- 
mond making. 
The process necessi- 


tates sluicing, air drying and smoking-. 
Then the mass is heated with the ut- 
most care, so that it does.not crack in 
the operation. After this clay lias been 
successfully prepared and heated to a

peculiar efficacy of this clay in 


the work is that it is capable of stand-

pared by us, after much testing and ex- 
perimentation, differs from most clays, 
Inasmuch as the latter expand to such 
an extent as to permit the gas that is 
formed by the chemicals to escape, thus 
destroying the purifying effect of the 
chemicals upon the carbon. This is the 


} roek upon which all those who have 
'tned to make diamoncis have gtme to 
. pieces. With our clay the RRS escapes 


; through tho pores of the clay v.-hen It 
becomes heated, and we can even melt 
;the elements inaida the clay without it 


expanding to such a. degree as to ren- 
der the work useless.

WILLIAMSTOWN ASSAULT CASE 


May Be Brought Up This Afternoon or 


Tomorrow. 
Mosely Will Plead

Four cases of local interest were decided 


at the criminal sitting of the superior 
court at Pittsfleld this morning. John 
and Ransom de Coigne of Adams were 
found guilty of simple assault, Victor 
Rugalsky of this city was convicted on the 
same charge, Robert and Herman Esler 
of Adams pleaded guilty on the charge of 
atsiult and battery, and Henry Horton, 
charged with adultery, was placed under 
$500 bail. 


The de Coigne case was begun Tuesday 


afternoon. Mrs. Estella Harrop claimed 
to have been the victim of an indecent 
assault, committed by the two men on 
the night of October 9. The case waa 
given to the jury Tuesday night, and they 
returned a verdict of guilty at 8 o'clock" 
which waa not opened till the court met 
this morning. 


The oaae of Victor Rugalsky of this city 


for assault with intent to commit rape on 
Maggie A, Coatin, a 12-years-old girl of 
this city, was also taken up Tuesday 
afternoon. Much of the evidence had to 
be taken through an interpreter. Tb.9 
case was a long and tedious one, and wa8 
not given to the jury till this morning. 
A verdict of gnilty of simple assault was 
returned. 


"Robert and Herman Esler of Adams, 
who had defaulted, appeared this morn- 
ing and pleaded guilty to the charge of 
assault and battery, 
Henry Horton of 


this city, charged with adultery, was 
placed under |500 bail after pleading 
guilty. He has promised to marry the 
girl, provided that he receives proof ot 
his wife's death. 


The other case of the morning was tha* 


of Adelbert ani3FrankBunco,Bgremont for 
breaking and entering. They are accused 
on four indictments of a series of bur- 
glaries in the southern part of the county. 


An attempt has been made to settle out 


of court the case of Frank Brady of 
Pownal, charged with assaalt on Mrs. 
Hewitt of Williamstown, but 
failed. 


There are three indictments against him 
and the case will probably come up late 


this afternoon or tomorrow morning. 


It is expected that Nathaniel Mosely 


will be brought down from the jail tomor- 
row to plead to the indictments agains^ 
him. 
It is thought that Mosely will en- 


ter a plea of not gnilty. Counsel will 
be assigned to him and it is possible that 
they will ask to have a commission ap- 
pointed to inquire into'his sanity. Mosely 
has been in Northampton insane asylum 
on two separate occasions, and many of 
his actions while in jail are said to show 
that he is now not in his right mind.

Companies Should be Given an Excuse 


for Lowering Them. 


Much interest has been aroused among 


tax payers and those who carry fire insur- 
ance by the statements in regard to 
cheaper insurance from Chief Byar's 
civen in Monday's THANSCEIPT. 
The 


needs of the fire department havo long 
been recognized by the city, and the only 
objection to making more rapid improve- 
ments has been the expense. Tho state- 
ments of insurance men that uYe rates 
would undoubtedly be lowered if the de- 
partment was improved furnish, a strong 
argument in favor of immediate action. 


Many business men have Jelt that in- 


surance rates were high, but have recog- 
nized an excuse for them in the lack of 
protection which the fire department can 
do little to prevent in its present condi- 
tion. The city has been fortunate in the 
small number of its fires: and the depart- 
ment has done remarkably excellent 
work, handicapped as it is by the neces- 
sity-of waiting for horses and the lack of 
a chemical engine. But there is always 
danger of fgreat unavoidable loss unless 
the department is put in better condition- 


The general feeling among the city of- 


ficers has been that the department should 
have a chemical engine with a pair of 
horses, and at least one pair of horses at 
the State street house. This latter pair 
could be used for street work during the 
day, and would ba never very far from 
the hose house, while during the hours 
when fires most frequently occur, they 
would be ready for instant duty. 
The 


statements of insurance men that the pro- 
viding of a chemical engine and horses 
would be sufficient to lower rates enough 
to make a saving to the city will un- 
doubtedly have much weight in hastening 
this first improvement.
